The third conditional is used to talk about an 
unreal or hypothetical situation in the past.

Defining relative clauses 

A defining relative clause comes after a noun and 
gives important information about the noun. The 
sentence does not make sense or is not complete 
without the clause. The clause is introduced by a 
relative pronoun. Note the pronoun that can be 
used instead of who or which . 

I like people who / that have a good sense of humour. 

This is the shop where I bought a new book. 

Non-defining relative clauses 

A non-defining relative clause comes after a noun 
and gives extra information aboutthe noun. The 
non-defining relative clause is separated from 
the rest of the sentence by commas. In spoken 
language this is indicated by pauses. The sentence 
can still make sense without the clause. 

Anna, who lives next door , is terrified of heights. 

My friend toid me her address, which I wrote in my diary. 
In non-defining relative clauses it is not possible to 
use that instead of who or which.
